‘Traffic Teasing’ AMenace 


Pedestrian crosswalks are dangerous playgrounds. 

Motorists in Upland have noted that groups of stu- 
dents, en route to or from school, take advantage of 
pedestrian crosswalks on busily traveled streets for 
their amusement—and at the risk of their lives.
